Impedance problem understood. 


My main concern was if other Ranger's do this also, or if 
this one has a problem caused by a "helpful mod" that I 
missed finding. 


I traced the problem to a 12AX7 that drives the grid of a 
parallel 12AU7 triode. The grid impedance would normally be 
the value of the grid resistor (the tube stays well out of 
grid current) except Johnson inserts negative feedback in 
series with the grid resistor. This means the 12AX7 has to 
drive a time-varying impedance that is considerably lower 
than the value of the 12AU7 grid resistor at audio peaks. 


I can greatly decrease non-linearity in peaks by decreasing 
the plate resistor value in the 12AX7 stage that drives the 
negative feedback insertion point. I would have thought it 
smarter to apply feedback to the cathode of the 12AU7, 
rather than the grid (where it reduces input impedance). 


Now flipping phase of the mod trans secondary without 
altering feedback winding phase, as was suggested, should 
put the problem on the negative peak. 


If no one else has this problem with a Ranger II then I need 
to look into wiring changes or a bad component. The 
non-linearity is definitely in the audio system, not the RF 
section. I looked at Internet mods, but none address the 
problem I have. They seem to think the driver transformer is 
inadequate, but I find no problem at all there.

My opinion is just plain lacka- uh, er - audio power. Tom Rauch, reduce 
Ragnar's RF input to 40W & try again. 


Ranger is only rig I'd seen with a negative feedback loop. And it runs 
around both the driver and modulation xfrmr.s. Which sez there's no 
phase shift in either @ 30W out & 300-3000hz. 


But start getting fast & loose with hi & lo audio freq. "helper" parts, 
there goes that O-phase shift condition & again.... ouch. 


Did distortion measurements of Ranger modulator & others loaded by resistors 
years back. Just at 400hz. Ranger gave < 5% on a HP-330B, 25W. 


32V3 & DX100 more like 12% at 45W. Horrible at 60. Lesson is back off 
RF input & mic gain on one of those if you'd like them to ‘sound comparable 
to a Ranger. ' 


An aside is Johnson 500 was around 8% at 250W. Class B 811s yet. 


Another lesson for Vikings, 32Vs, etc. owners w/o distortion-reducing 
feedback. Don't even think about extending lo freq. audio on those 

ham rigs. They were built to a price-point & you'll saturate the 
modulation xfrmr core. That'll send distortion up there with Space Ship 
One. No matter how nice those "audio mod." mylars look. 


The "audio mod." art'ls I've read have never dignified results with a 
distortion & noise meter (say a 330B). Instead "on the air reports." 
That's the A-Allen audiophoolery regime.

A GI DC-6 assy. is what holds the xtal-filter 'rock' in a BC-312/342. 
It's a screw-tab package that looks like a xmt mica cap. 


My '312 had no xtal-filter action so I removed same. Looks like horrible 
job but, upon removal of a IF can, quite easy. 


Tried dang thing in a CMOS 4011 test osc. / 100kc calibrator.* Ran 
at 745kcs. 


Dissambled, cleaned, & re-tested. Again 745kcs. Began loosening two 
‘clamp screws' & thing changed modes to 470kcs. Where it shud be. 


Screws real loose & I'm hesitant to re-assemble. 


Think rock 'X-Y cut' & 470 is mode down long axis & 745 up short one. 
But my last name ain't Bliley or Knights. 


Any shared experiences?

I'll have to try that and measure it. The result would 
depend on the harmonic and intermodulation distortion caused 
by the clipping. It might be OK it might not. 


I see all the mods about adding diodes to Valiants and such 
to eliminate negative over modulation peaks, but when we 
don't follow the modulator clipper or limiter with a lowpass 
it really isn't any different than just letting the PA tube 
go to zero. In any situation where there isn't a lowpass 
filter, we depend on the limiting being a smooth curve. 
Otherwise we still have splatter.

I agree 100% Marty. 


I looked at all the audio pages, and tried many of the mods 
on my Valiant while measuring phase error, intermodulation 
distortion, and harmonic distortion. What I found is most of 
the mods are nut house stuff. The -20dB BW of my Valiant 
went out to 15kHz each side when I did the full mods. Out 
they came. My conclusion was no one ever measured anything. 


Case in point adding the diode to limit negative peaks. What 
does that do without a lowpass following the diode?? 
Nothing. It wastes a diode. 


I opted to make response flat from around 300Hz up to the 
normal cutoff. Going below 300Hz with big audio simply added 
big phase shift and taxed the heck out of the modulation 
transformer. 


Half of the Internet mods correct problems put in by making 
other Internet mods. I wound up changing the audio driver 
tube, adding negative feedback (it reduced distortion on 
positive peaks), and doubling value of some coupling caps.

The issue is about compatibility more than anything else. After the war a lot of 
captured 

German technology was evaluated and tested but that was the extend of it. You 
couldn't 

really extract and use anything operationally because : 


a) It would be incompatible with the existing systems. 

b) There would be insufficient quantity to make it worth the effort of 
incorporation 

c) How do you address the spare parts situation in an operational enviroment? 
d) Could you sell German/Japanese radios in a surplus marketplace? 


There many have been instances where equipment may have been removed for personal 
use or 

as trophies but when you stop and think about it, a radio with German or Japanese 
markings on it would not be that desirable in a post war surplus marketplace when 
lots of 

radios with English markings were available. Today it's a completely different 
story. 


Captured Japanese ships were used in the atomic bomb tests following WWII and I'm 
sure 
they all went down in the same condition as when they were originally captured. 


This will make you cringe, but a ham I know told be what happened with a lot of 
surplus 

electronic gear removed from Canadian ships after the war. It was all loaded up on 
one 

ship which sailed a short distance from Halifax and it all went over the side. He 
was 

there, on the scene, doing it ! :-( 


HMCS HAIDA was built for the RCN in Newcatle-on-Tyne in the UK. As such, she was 


fitted 

with British electronics on-build since these were available in quantity in 1943. 
In 

1946, a year after returning to Canada she had her receivers and transmitters 
refitted 

with those manufactured in North America in order to make the task maintenance 
easier. 


The only instance I'm aware of where electronics gear is actually removed from a 
ship is 

in a peacetime scenario. When a ship is decommissioned and the electronics gear is 
still 

current, it goes back into inventory in order to support other ships in the fleet. 
In Canada, military electronics which is declared to be surplus is first subjected 
to the 

"PCB police" Technicians comb the equipment and any component suspected of 
containing 

PCB's is removed. Only then is the equipment turned over to Crown Assets for 
disposal. 

That process renders most of the equipment unuseable. 


I once received a power supply that had been subjected to the PCB police. All 
that was 

left was an aluminum box with some fuseholders, indicator lamps and switches. All 
the 

value had been removed!

There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vacuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 
There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 


Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 


and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 
about it... simple policy -- keep this off the list! 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics xwill* result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area. 


5) LONG lists and estate offerings should be sent to me at: 
listown@nanniandjack.com 
so they may be uploaded to the archives for email, web, or ftp retrieval.

and use the web interface, which allows searching of previous 
articles and the archived text files.

I acquired an empty, flea market Heath Cantenna dummy load in about 1976 or so, 
while working for the electric utility in Anchorage. I took it to the 
transformer yard where a friend offered me ‘transformer oil’ from an old pole 
pig. "Just dip whatever you need out, he said." Well the transformer looked 
about empty, or so I thought, and I was half way up to my elbow, filling a 
styrofoam coffee cup, and pouring the oil into the dummy load, before I realized 
that this might nor be good for me. 


I write this almost 30 years after the fact, and all my parts seem to still be 
ticking, as they should be (I hope). The arm still works.. 


I do know that in the early 1980s that the utility had to switch oil in 
everything, per OSHA, and also had to ‘clean up the yard,' and this entailed 
big bucks for the hazmat company to remove the PCB oil, cart off the PCB not 
only from the transformers, but also in tons of dirt that had experienced spills 
over the years... the stuff was containerized and shipped out of state by men in 
hazmat suits; don't know where. They were burning some at sea last I heard. 


Don't know where the Cantenna is today, but I did use pure, drugstore mineral 
oil to fill a large 2.5 kw Bird dummy and it will take a 1 kw key down load for 
a long time with the fins getting pretty warm but not hot.
